5 . Canilidales should be medically fit in all respects for mer 
virr in any part of the world . " The standards of medical 
fincas are shown in Appendix I. 

A number of qualificd candidates are rejccted subscqucntly 
on medical grounds . Candidates atc , therefore , advised in 
their own interest to get themselves medically examined 
ncfore submitting their applications, to avoid disappointment 
at the final stage . 

Asullicient number of suitable candidates recommended by 
the Air Force Selection Board will he medically examined by 
a Board of Scrvice Doctors. A candidate who is not declared 
unfit by the Medical Board will not be admitted to the Air 
Forcc Flying College. The very fact that the medical exami 
nation has bcen carried out by a Board of Service Doctors 
will not mean or imply that the candidate hau been finally 
selected . The proceedings and details of findings of the 
Medical Board are confidential and cannot be divulged to any 
one . The results of candidates declared unfit / temporarily 
unfit arc Intimated to them along with the procedure for 
submission of fitness certificate and appeal. No requests for 
the detalls of results of Medical Board will be entertained by 
the President of the Medical Board . 


6 . Candidates must undertake not to marry until they com 
plete their full training . A candidate who marries subsequent 
to the date of his application , though guccessful at this or any 
subacqucnt examination , will not be selected for training. A 
candidate who marries while in training shall be discharged 
and will be liable to refund all expenditure Incurred on him 
by the Government.

2 Admission to the Air Force Flying college will be made 
on the results of a written examination to he conducted by 
the Union Public Service Commission , an intervicw by the 
Air Force Selection Board and a Physical Endurance Test by 
the Air Force Central Medical Establishment. 

3 . The approximate number of vacancies to be offered for 
entry to the College on the result of this examination will 
be 14 . This is only a provisional number and is llable to 
alteration . 

NOTE .- Candidates who have applied for the examination 
for admission to the Military College or for the Indian Navy 
Examination for admission as Special Entry Cadets into the 
Indian Navy, or for the National Defence Academy Exami.

4 . A candidate must be an unmarried male and must cither 
be:

Pakistan with thc intention of permanently settling in

Note I. - A widower or a perion who hau divorced his wife 
cannot be treated as an unmarried male for the purpose of 
the above Rule. 

NOTE II. - The appointment of candidates in categorico (c ) 
and ( d ) above will be subject to issue of certificates of eligi 
bility in their favour by Government of India . The certif 
cate of eligibility in respect of candidates belonging to 
catcgory (d ) will be valid only for a period of one year from 
the date of his appointment bevond which he would be 
retained in service only if he has become a citizen of India , 
Certificates of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in the 
case of candidates belonging to one of the following catego 
ria :

21. While the cost of training including accommodation ., 
books , uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be born 
by Government, candidates will be expected to meet their 
pocket expenses themselves.
